and one meaber chosen by the schcol boaré of each school district 


Laws of 1949, c, 228, s. 3, provides: "In towns adopting the ae 
provisions of this chapter, no board of sclectmen, school board, RCTESE (RA 
commissioners of a village district wholly within said tow . » o% eee fae 
The implication of this -lenguage eppearsa to recognize the fact Na 
that the budget of the consolidated school district would cut 
across town Lines,that more than one town would be involved and 
as a consequence the mmicipal budget comaittce of the individual - 
town would have no control over the budget of the veineorenia ! 
district.
